Library  Report. 


Report  of  the  Trustees  of  Nichols  Memorial  Library. 

The  old  idea  of  a  library  seems  to  have  been  to  have  the  books 
as  inaccessible  as  possible  so  people  could  not  use  them.  The 
modern  idea  is  to  stimulate  in  all  legitimate  ways  the  use  and  cir- 
culation of  the  books,  which  are  of  no  particular  value  except  as 
used. 

With  this  end  in  view,  the  Trustees,  during  the  year,  have  placed 
the  reference  books  in  the  reading  room,  where  the  public  can  have 
easy  access  to  them.  They  have  also  put  the  most  recent  addi- 
tions to  the  library,  from  time  to  time,  where  the  public  could  see 
at  a  glance  what  was  on  hand.  The  Trustees  hope  in  the  near 
future  to  have  a  case  in  the  reading  room  in  which  shall  be  placed 
all  new  books,  so  that  patrons  of  the  library  may  have  free  access 
to  them. 

The  use  of  the  library  has  been  steadily  increasing,  as  is  shown 
by  the  Librarian's  report.  This  year  the  circulation  has  been 
6,389  against  5,269  last  year. 

The  arrangement  of  Sanborn  Seminary  with  the  Nichols  Memo- 
rial Library  is  of  mutual  benefit.  The  Trustees  of  the  Seminary 
generously  contribute  each  year  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the 
library  the  same  amount  that  the  town  appropriates.  In  return, 
the  teachers  and  students  of  the  Seminary  have  free  use  of  all  the 
library  for  school  purposes.  The  books  of  the  library  have  been 
selected  very  carefully,  so  both  for  the  general  reader  and  for  school 
use  the  library  is  of  more  value  than  many  a  library  of  a  much 
larger  number  of  volumes. 

The  reading  room  of  the  library  is  used  by  an  increasing  num- 
ber of  persons.  The  income  of  $60  from  the  bond  given  by  Mr. 
Nichols  generously  supplies  the  room  with  magazines,  periodicals 
and  papers. 

During  the  year,  Mr.  J.  Howard  Nichols,  the  donor  of  the 
library  building,  again  has  shown  his  generosity  and  his  interest  in 
his  native  town  by  the  gift  of  ^100   for  the   purchase  of  books. 
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Also  Mrs.  J.  Milton  Young,  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  has  donated  a  part 
of  her  deceased  husband's  library,  some  80  volumes,  and  a  collec- 
tion of  minerals  and  curios  of  considerable  value. 

A  large  number  of  the  leading  magazines  have  been  put  in  shape 
for  binding,  and  soon  will  be  on  the  shelves  in  a  readable  form. 
As  some  of  the  best  of  cotemporary  literature  is  contained  in  these 
magazines,  when  bound,  they  will  be  a  valuable  addition  to  our 
library. 

The  Trustees  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  for  the  com- 
ing year  ^100  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  ^50  fot  rebinding 
books  and  binding  magazines.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health. 


The  Board  has  a  very  satisfactory  condition  of  the  public  health 
for  the  past  year  to  report.  With  the  exception  of  an  epidemic  of 
whooping  cough  there  have  been  very  few  cases  of  contagious  dis- 
ease, and  these  by  prompt  isolation  were  not  allowed  to  spread. 

We  are  glad  to  note  the  growing  and  intelligent  co-operation  of 
the  people  generally  in  the  efforts  of  the  health  officers  to  quaran- 
tine effectively  these  cases  and  the  increasing  realization  that  the 
prevention  of  disease  is  the  best  and  cheapest  way.  We  have 
strictly  enforced  the  law  in  regard  to  vaccination  of  the  school  chil- 
dren. 

In  conclusion  we  ask  all  citizens  to  immediately  notify  the  Board 
of  any  case  of  suspected  communicable  disease  or  any  source  of 
contagion  or  menace  to  the  health  of  the  community,  so  that  we 
may  as  far  as  possible  avert  those  epidemics  which  are  such  a  dan- 
ger to  the  public.

Report  of  the  School  Board. 


We  feel  that  this  year  has  been  an  extra  good  year  with  the 
schools,  on  the  whole,  and  we  can  justly  give  all  the  teachers  a 
word  of  -praise. 

Miss  Marion  Clark  and  her  pupils  have  done  a  good  year's  work 
in  District  No.  i,  and  from  this  school  will  come  the  largest  class 
to  enter  the  Seminary  this  fall. 

Miss  Hattie  Chase,  in  District  No.  2,  has  taught  too  long  and 
well  to  need  our  praise,  and  her  successful  teaching  is  appreciated 
by  all. 

District  No.  3  has  been  in  line  this  year  for  good  work.  We 
were  fortunate  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  secure  Miss  Gertrude 
Whipple,  a  teacher  of  experience,  who  has  been  very  successful 
with  the  school,  and  we  think  has  accomplished  a  good  year's  work. 

Without  any  warning,  the  School  Board  were  left  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  without  a  teacher  in  District  No.  4.  We  were 
able  to  secure  Mr.  Harry  Clark,  but  he  received  a  better  position 
one  month  later,  and  we  were  again  without  a  teacher.  We  then 
obtained  Mr.  Chester  Davis,  through  an  agency,  and  while  he  was 
a  young  man  of  no  experience,  we  feel  that  the  school  has  not 
sacrificed  on  its  year's  work.  The  school  has  been  orderly  and 
well  conducted.  It  is  the  largest  school  in  town,  both  in  numbers 
and  physique,  requiring  a  very  capable  teacher.  We  think  the 
scholars  have  made  an  average  advance  in  their  studies,  and  on 
the  whole  the  year's  work  has  been  satisfactory. 

In  District  No.  5,  Miss  Beulah  Woodward,  who  had  so  success- 
fully taught  for  two  terms,  taught  the  Spring  term,  but  could  not 
be  retained  longer.  However,  good  fortune  came  our  way  in  the 
fall,  when  we  were  able  to  secure  Miss  A.  Mabelle  Warner  of  New- 
ton, a  teacher  of  some  experience,  and  whose  thoroughness  of 
work  and  influence  over  the  pupils  is  of  the  highest  type ;  and  the 
school  is  in  an  excellent  condition. 
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During  the  year  the  Plains  School  House  has  been  shingled,  and 
all  of  the  school  houses  in  town  have  had  one  coat  of  paint,  and 
are  now  in  good  repair. 

The  course  of  study  introduced  last  year  has  helped  make  a 
uniformity  of  work  in  all  the  schools,  and  is  a  step  in  the  right 
direction.
